That the Mormons generally 
speaking could cross the plaius, 
Visit im direction of the com- 
pass, travel among the Indians iv 
dace, ehare their primitive hos- 
pitality, and even be treated by 
of courtesy, is 
ho ars conversant 
with the history of Utah. “Mis- 
sionaries have been sent among 
the Indians, and not only resided 
there unmolested, ‘but initiated the 
untutored savage into some of the 
mysteries of the secret sign sys- 
tem. Until lately, with one excep- 
tion, the faithful were perfectly 
safe among the Indians, as long 
as they trusted themselves with 
those who respected their chief- 
tain’s authority. 
There was one period. however, 
when Mormons were unsafe, and 
when the Indians waged war upon 
war against them, known as the 
Indian war of 1852, and to defray 
the expenses ef which, Congress 
made so liberal an appropriation. 

It is not generally known by 
what particulor act the Indians 
were arouscd to hostility against 
the Mormons at that period. Ma- 
ny of the Indiang were brothers“ 
of those against they fought, and 
their great chief “Walker” and his 
brother were sworn ‘friends of the 
Utah Mohammed. The entire trib- 
es south, with their petty chiefs, 
were all subject to Walker, the 
great chief of the Utes. It has 
been boasted of that he had been 
initiated into the church. When, 
therefore, it is remembered that he 
led the van against the Mormons, 
and that even Brigham himself 
(and of course the / Prophet can- 
not be mistaken) taught that Wal- 
ker “was the soul of honor,“ it is, 
with nothing more than the Mor- 
mon vergion of the war, a most 
singular affair, That a man who 
is “one of the noblest imens 
of “the noble red man,” should 
become the bitterest. enemy of the 
people to wham he had become al- 
lied by ties of brothethood, and of 
the man to whom he had sworn 
lasting fealty, is, unless, indeed, he 
had seme weighty reasons to just- 
ify his conduct, more singular still. 
That ue had such reasons we shall 
now proceed to show.

like Indians ; but they did not ride 
libe Indians.” He saw them en- 
ter the cafion ; heard the firing, 
and saw them return in the direc- 
tion of Manti.
